Decision 

It was decided that State Department members should look into this 
assignment to decide what, if any, interagency coordination is needed, and 
the MDAC member should ask Admiral DeLany to chock on the propriety oi Uu- 
assignment to him. The assignment is temporarily withdrawn from tee active 

agenda of this Group. 


Discussion 

The Chairman introduced Dr. Morgan who is attached to the Materials 
Area of the Office of Defense Mobilisation. Dr. Morgen explained that 
there is at the top level of the Government the Defense Mobilization Board 
which is responsible for wartime planning. This Board has set up the fol- 
lowing four different mobilization plans : 


Plan D-Minus — This is what the U.S, Government would have to do 

in case of an all-out atomic attack upon continental 
U.S. * oc curing without any warning. 


This is different from Plan D-Minus only in that 
there is some warning and it is possible to sot up 
a wartime Government organization in advance of the 
actual attack. 


Plan C — This is general mobilization without an attack upon 

the U.S. 


Plan B — This would be a renewal of some tiling like border 

activity in Korea. 

The greatest emphasis is on Plan D-Minus as that is tho one we are .least 
preoared to handle. He said the other areas of ODM have not progressed as 
far as the Materials Aroa because of -the fact that their problems arc not 

as clear. 


Dr. Morgan explained some of the plans and assumptions which have 
been discus sed' and approved by DMB and stressed that this information ha; 
had very limited distribution.
